The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Li's highlighting of the frame, wherein focus is brought to 
a particular frame does not teach a focus position. The highlighting of a frame includes the focus of a particular frame at a 
particular position, therein teaching the focus position. Li has taught that allowing the user to traverse the frames, wherein by 
highlighting. When the user is in a current focus position frame, that is the first object, wherein when the user traverses to 
second frame that then becomes the second object, thereby teaching that by the second control object being moved to the 
focus position and with the first control object not being the highlighted object, it will then be out of the focus position, wherein 
the object with the focus position highlighting is the object in focus.
